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MORE OF CANADIAN REPORT 



Dr. Rutherford Favors Mutuels as 
Compared With Bookmaking. 



Properly Conducted Short Meet- 
ings Called an Enjoyable and 
Manly Form of Sport. 



Tlie detailed report on Canadian liorse raeing b.v 
Dr. .1. .S. Rutherford, llie (oniinissioner aii|iointed 
to invi*sligate tin* siilijeel and who reeentl.v siili- 
iidtied tin* r«*siilts of his anal.vsis to parlimiieiit, 
.-hows iiiany iiile.resting dediietions. 

The eoniniissioner puts Ids a|iproval on pari- 
liilitnel lietling as eoin|iared witli liookinakiiig. He 
points out that niiieh evid**iiee will lie found in the 
ree.irils of the proceedings to the (*ffc*et that the 
pari -nintin*! s.vstem for various reasons is mneli !«*-s 
likely to prove hannfiil tiimi hookninkiiig. It is 

declared that tin* ailoption of tlie pari - mill ne| nia- 
eldnes lias ini)iroved the eondiiet of raei* meetings 
generally. 

It will he of interest to racing nien .*ind horse 
lovers everywhere To learn tliat tin* geii,*i*al li*end 
tif the i*vid**tn*e giv»*ii hi*fori* the eotntni-siotier on 
tlie lomieetioll lietWeell horse rai ing anil hor-e lireed- 
ing ^vas that i'ai*ing is iieecssar.v to the eontiiinmiei* 
of bri‘**ding certain t.vpes of iioi*se-, and that a cer- 
tain frei*doni ill lietflng is neee-sar.v to support 
raeing. 

'I’iie report finds tliat laid effei-ts. fairly attrilnit- 
atde to raeing a- eariied on loeally. me seldom, and 
tin-n in onl.v slight degree oliservaide from meetings 
■*f reairinrible leiiglh. especially when tln*se are <*oii- 
diieleil iiiidei* till* auspices and direet (*onlrol of 
re|ititalile eiiizens not actuated li.v inereenar.v mo- 
tives, hut genninely interestid in raeing as an en- 
jo.v;:lde mid nimil.v form of outdoor sport or in tin* 
maintenmiee of the thoroiigldired liorse as an ini- 
liortmit faeioi* from n nalional and patriotic point 
of view. 

LONG CONTINUED MEETINGS NOT DESIRABLE. 

On the otlier limid. Dr. Rntlierford finds that long 
eontinned race mei*ting-, with lM*ltiiig as a pnldie 
;idjnn<*l. are likel.v. in the eonimniiilies in wliieli 
the.v are lield. to «*xert a laid iiiflneiiee on young 
and iiiexiierieiieed men mid olliers lacking in .self- 
eoiitrol and moral stmiiina. 

This lestinion.v. in* s;i.v.-. is es]ieeially i*videiit in 
tlm-e ea-i*s in wliieli tin* leiigtii of tin* meeting is 
exee-sivel.v out of |iroiioiiion to the size of the eoin- 
iiiiinity in iniini of iioinil.-ition. "I'he managemeiit 
of sneh nieefings wotild. other tilings lieing eipial. 
have mi iniporlant Iwaring ii|mn this phase of the 
i|iiesl ion. 

rndi'i* the heading of **’l'raffie in Cliarters." Dr. 
Riitlierford points out that the eoiitrol exercised li.v 
the varioii.- federal and iiroviiu*ial goveniineiits 
over instillments of this nature is altogether iiiade- 
I|iiale. There are. however, a niinilier of jiskey 
einhs and raeing a-soeiations to wliiili this erilieism 
does not apid.v. 

In some eases tln*re lias tieeii delilHTtite traffick- 
ing ill charters. Tlii- is still being iirn<*lieed. and 
nnh*ss effective preventive measures are taken 
it ma.v eoiitiiini* iiidefiiiiiely. nnnilier of eliarters 
have lieeii adapted to lover nnderla kings widel.v dif- 
ferent fniin Iliosi* on aeeoiiiit of wliieli they were 
first obtained.
